OH! TIME IN THY FLIGHT 


The Paas Festival in the early days of the Society’s 
history was apparently not an annual celebration like 
the Anniversary Dinner held each year since the 
Society’s foundation in 1835. 

In the minutes of a meeting held on March 27, 
1844, a Committee with Samuel Jones as Chairman, 
recommended that ‘at each quarterly meeting a 
lecture be delivered by such member as can be in- 
duced to address the Society and that the Stewards 
procure proper refreshments consistent with economy. 
That Tuesday in Easter week be the commencement 
of these celebrations.” 

Accordingly the first meeting was held on April 
11th (to be sure it was a Thursday—not a Tuesday). 
Our Historians can find no data existing as to when 
Easter Monday was finally fixed upon as the date for 
the Paas Festival. 

The distinguishing feature of the Paas Festival 
has always been the baskets of gaily colored Easter 
eggs on each table. ‘Towards the close of the dinner 
each member grasps an egg firmly in his hand, and en- 
deavors to crack his neighbor’s egg—or have his egg 
cracked instead. "The member at each table whose 
egg is unscathed is proclaimed the winner. 

The last Paas Festival to be described in the pre- 
viously published history was that held in 1938 under 
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the Chairmanship of the Honorable Herbert L. Sat- 
terlee, fifty-eighth President of the Society. 


This volume takes up the record from that Paas 
Festival until the present. 


Tradition is dear to the heart’ of all true Ameri- 
cans. It is especially dear to the members of The 
Saint Nicholas Society. For the Society’s existence 
is steeped in, based upon, tradition,—the tradition of 
our beloved City of New York. 

The Saint Nicholas Society is unique in that it 
is the only Society founded “to collect and preserve 
information respecting the history, settlement, man- 
ners, etc. of the City of New York.” Its members 
have indeed lived up to this high purpose through- 
out the more than one hundred years of its existence. 
And no one tradition is more sacred than the So- 
ciety’s celebration of the Paas F estival, which, with 
the Anniversary Dinner held on Saint Nicholas Day, 
December sixth, form the two main annual events of 
the Society. 

The 104th Anniversary Dinner, on Tuesday, 
December 6, 1938 at The Plaza was marked by the 
Presentation by President Kiliaen Van Rensselaer to 
former President Herbert L. Satterlee, in his capac- 
ity as President of the Marine Museum of the City 
of New York, of a model of the Packet Ship “Saint 
Nicholas”, the funds for which had been subscribed 
by members of The Saint Nicholas Society. In 
keeping with the presentation the Honorable Everett 
Colby addressed the dinner on the “Value of Tra- 
dition.” Departing from the usual custom of pre- 
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senting the Medal of Merit at the anniversary dinner, 
in view of the recipient being absent from the city 
at the time, the presentation was made at the Paas 
Festival on Easter Monday, April 10, 1939. The 
Honorable Thomas E. Dewey received the medal for 
his splendid work as District Attorney in breaking 
up the gangs in New York. No presentation was 
ever more favorably received or commented upon. 


The Society held a special meeting with a buffet 
supper in Washington Hall at the New York’s 
World’s Fair on Thursday, June 29, 1939. Ladies were 
especially invited and more than one hundred and 
fifty members and their guests attended and listened 
to.an address by His Excellency, Alexander Loudon, 
Netherlands Ambassador at Washington. 

At the 105th Anniversary Dinner on Wednesday, 
December 6, 1939 at The Plaza, former State Sen- 
ator Frederic H. Bontecou, a Saint Nicholas Society 
member, made a splendid and witty address on some 
of the problems confronting the nation. 

The Medal of Merit for 1939 was presented to 
Archer M. Huntington for his splendid philan- 
thropies extending over many years. 

The Paas Festival in the year 1940, was enlivened 
by a stirring eye witness account of events behind the 
Allied Front by a Saint Nicholas Society member, 
William M. Clearwater, who had just returned from 
France. 

The buffet supper, with ladies present at the 
World’s Fair having been such a success the previous 
year, it was repeated with even greater success on

June 18, 1940. More than 200 members and guests 
attending. Vice President Reginald T. Townsend, 
made a stirring patriotic address condemning isola- 
tionism and urging Americans to awaken to the dan- 
gers confronting the United States. 


Time marching on, the Anniversary Dinner was 
celebrated in due course with a banquet at The Plaza 
on December 6, 1940. Our fellow-member William 
Howard Gardiner, a former President of the Navy 
League addressed the gathering, taking for his sub- 
ject “Our Statecraft and Our Navy.” The speech, 
in view of impending events was both timely and 

| prophetic. 

That year the Medal of Merit Committee be- 
stowed the Society’s Medal upon Winthrop W. Ald- 
rich for his outstanding charitable and civic work for 
the City of New York. 


At the Paas Festival in 1941 with Judge William 
W. Hoppin presiding as President, Dr. Claude M. 
Fuess, Headmaster of Phillips-Exeter Academy at 
Andover, Mass. spoke on “Our Dutch Heritage of 
Tolerance.” 


There being no longer a World’s Fair to which 
the members might bring their ladies, it was decided 
to hold a dinner at the Aviation Terrace of the 
Municipal Airport at LaGuardia Field. Two hun- 
dred and fifty guests attended, danced and enjoyed 
a vaudeville entertainment. Unfortunately the weath- 
er being very bad, airplane flights arranged for mem- 
bers had to be postponed and ‘the guests enjoyed 

_ rhetorical flights of fancy instead. 
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Little knowing what was in store for them on 
the morrow, the members of the Society gathered for 
their 107th Anniversary Dinner on December 6, 1941, 
the eve of the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor. 


P. E. Foxworth, Assistant Director of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation told of the work of the 
F. B. I. in rounding up spies and undesirable citizens. 
(A few months later Mr. Foxworth was killed in the 
crash of an Army plane, while on duty for the 
Government). 


William. Church Osborn, President of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art was awarded the Medal of 
Merit, at this dinner, for his long years of service in 
the interests of the City in many fields. 

As a grand finale the curtains on the stage parted 
and revealéd Daniel Chester French’s famous statue 
of Lincoln. Slowly the statue came to life and de- 
livered a patriotic discourse, written by Clarence 
Budington Kelland and delivered by our gifted 
fellow-member, Harold W. Gould. It proved a 
fitting climax to ‘a most successful dinner. 


The United States being now at war the 97th 
Paas Festival on March 6, 1942 was of necessity 
sober and quiet in feeling as befitted the troublesome 
times. The well known correspondent and author 
Karl Randau, who had spent many years in the 
Orient addressed the meeting on the subject of ‘“The 
Setting Sun of Japan.” 

The 108th Anniversary dinner on December 7, 
1942, the anniversary of Pearl Harbor had a dis- 
tinctly warlike flavor. Hallet Abend, war corre-

spondent, discussed “Our Battle Lines in the Pacific” 
and Colonel Arthur V. McDermott, U. S. A. received 
the Medal of Merit for his efficient and splendid 
work as Director of Selective Service for New York. 


Harold W. Gould again provided a dramatic 
climax to the evening by his impersonation of the 
fiery Governor of Nieuw Amsterdam, Peter Stuyve- 
sant, in a monologue “The Governor Speaks,” written 
especially for the Society, by a member. 


The 98th Paas Festival on April 28, 1943 was 
highlighted by actual accounts of the fighting on 
various fronts by returned soldiers and sailors. Cap- 
tain Paul Moore, U. S. M. C., a Saint Nicholas 
Society member who was wounded at Guadalcanal, 
was among the speakers, all of whom thrilled the 
gathering with their eye witness accounts. They 
_ received a great ovation. 

A member of the Armed Forces was honored at 
the 109th Anniversary Dinner on December 6, 1943 
when President Francis R. Stoddard handed the 
Medal of Merit to Lieutenant-General Hugh A. 
Drum, U. S. A. (retired) for his recent, splendid 
work as Commander of the Eastern Area. 

Lieutenant Colonel Victor H. Krulak of the 
United States Marine Corps, wounded and just re- 
turned from active service in New Guinea, held his 
listeners spellbound as he recounted the Marines’ 
achievements in the far off Islands of the Pacific. 

The 99th Paas Festival was distinguished by the 
address of Brigadier-General Ralph K. Robertson, 
U. S. A., commanding District No. 1, in which the

City of New York lies, and by the fine talk of Mr. 
Frank E. Mason, Special Assistant to Secretary of 
the Navy Knox. Mr. Mason described his 30,000 
mile trip to the various fronts in the Pacific and 
painted a glowing picture of our boys in action. He 
was cheered to the echo. 


The 110th Anniversary Banquet at The Plaza on 
December 6, 1944 was one of the largest from a point 
of view of attendance, in the Society’s history. The 
pipes were smoked, the windmills turned and the 
weathercock was brought in, in a procession headed 
by the Trumpeter blowing “Mynheer Van Donck”’, 
while the guests waved their napkins in the customary 
salute. 

Two old customs which had been allowed to 
lapse, for no known reason, were revived. The first . 
was that back of the dais in the early days of the 
Society, a large representation of Saint Nicholas had 
always been hung. The original painting having 
disappeared over the years, a new one was painted 
and installed. Then instead of all the toasts being 
drunk at the end of the dinner, the President called 
on the various Vice Presidents to give the toasts at 
stated intervals throughout the evening. He gave the 
first toast—another old tradition for some unknown 
reason abandoned for many years—‘Our Patron 
Saint, Saint Nicholaus, gude helige mon.” Respond- 
ing to the toast by our Third Vice President, Henry 
LeRoy Finch, “Her Majesty, The Queen of the 
Netherlands,” Dr. Alexander Loudon, Ambassador 
from the Netherlands, made a very moving address. 
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The Medal of Merit Committee, under the chair- 
manship of Historian Major E. Gibert Schermerhorn, 
departing from the usual custom, presented the award 
to a member of The Saint Nicholas Society, our 
Treasurer, Lee Thompson Smith. It was through 
Mr. Smith’s efforts that Thomas E. Dewey had been 
appointed District Attorney and the gangs of thugs 
who infested and operated various rackets were 
brought to justice. Mr. Smith had also done splendid 
work as Director of Real Estate, under Mayor 
LaGuardia, for the City of New York. Everyone 
felt that the medal had never been more befittingly 
bestowed, and Mr. Smith was cheered to the echo. 


President Reginald T. Townsend presiding, wel- 
comed the members and guests and representatives 
of the Sister Societies. He then called upon our 
fellow-member, the guest of honor, the Honorable 
H. Alexander Smith, Senator-elect from New Jersey, 
for a few remarks. The Senator made one of the 
most graceful and interesting addresses that the mem- 
bers of the Society have ever listened to. Mr. Eric 
Underwood, celebrated author and lecturer, then dis- 
cussed the British Empire and post-war problems that 
confronted the Allies. 

The evening closed on a patriotic note, as was 
fitting, in view of its being wartime, by the singing 
of the National Anthem by the members, led by the 
celebrated tenor, Frank Forrest.

A LITTLE ABOUT WASHINGTON IRVING 
by GEORGE A. ZABRISKIE 


Now that the excitement attending the publication 
of Van Wyck Brooks’ The World of Washington 
Irving, has subsided, it might not be amiss to say just 
a little about Washington Irving himself. 


His father was a Scotchman who, after a brief 
career as a Sailor in British waters, married an Eng- 
lish girl and emigrated to this country to try his luck 
in business. Washington was born in a modest two- 
story house at 131 William Street, New York, N. Y., 
on the 3rd day of April, 1783, the youngest of eleven 
children, and his name came naturally enough, as 
that was the year that saw the end of our War for 
Independence, the evacuation of New York by the 
British and General Washington’s triumphant entry 
into the city. It is even said that the youngster was 
presented to the General who, with characteristic 
delicacy of feeling, little dreaming that a future 
biographer was before him, laid his hand on the 
child’s head and ‘‘gave him his blessing.” 
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Irving’s school advantages were very limited: he 
attended those of the city, his teachers being men of 


only moderate attainments with one exception— 


Jonathan Fisk—under whose direction Irving ac- 
quired a little knowledge of Latin. He seemed also 
to be noted for his truthfulness, though that was not 
of the “Cherry Tree” quality, because he often de- 
ceived his father by stealthily taking lessons in danc- 
ing and by paying frequent visits to that forbidden 
ground, the theatre, with which he was enchanted. 


This wasn’t serious, however, and it didn’t follow 
that young Irving, though gaining little knowledge 
from his teachers, was not acquiring mental material 
for future authorship, because he was. 


His mind was exceedingly sensitive to happenings 
about him and while school books failed to command 
much of his attention, he had a great imagination 
which we see in those bewitching tales of the Hudson. 
He applied himself to study after a fashion though— 
enough to pass his examination and gain admittance 
to the bar in 1806. 


Before that—when he was twenty—he began 
writing for the New York Morning Chronicle, of 
which his brother was editor, using the pseudonym 
of Jonathan Oldstyle. At twenty-one he sailed for 
Europe, remaining there two years, and after his 
return, published (in 1807) his Salmagundi. It was 
in 1809 that 4 History of New York from the Begin- 
ning of the World to the End of the Dutch Dynasty, 
by Diedrich Knickerbocker, a humorous, whimsical 
and genially satirical sketch, appeared; and that was 
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the beginning of his literary success: it brought him 
reputation and money—also a resolve to quit the law 
business and write for a living. 


Advertising, like the country, was in its infancy 
then, but the way the “History” was announced and 
placed on the market could be emulated with success 
and profit by present-day organizations. Here was 
the program:—A paragraph appeared in the New 
York Evening Post calling attention to the disappear- 
ance of “a small, elderly gentleman, dressed in an 
old black coat and cocked hat, by the name of 
Knickerbocker.” A week later another paragraph 
appeared, purporting to come from a correspondent 
who said that he had seen the old gentleman resting 
himself by the side of the road a little above King’s 
Bridge. As this information did not clear up the 


matter, the landlord of the Independent Columbia 


Hotel, Mulberry Street, where Knickerbocker had 
lived, sent a letter to the Post stating that “a very 
curious kind of written book” had been found, which 
he intended to dispose of to adjust the bill for board 
and lodging. Could any advertising agency these 
days do better? Very little expenditure, but when 
the “curious kind of written book” was published 
the whole town was anxiously waiting for it and 
went into ecstasies. 


Although Irving declared that he had taken the 
old Dutch names at random, many a descendent of 
those original colonists was particularly incensed at 
“this irreverent handling of their Dutch ancestors.” 
Irving said many years later that “it was a con- 
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founded impudent thing in such a youngster as I 
was, to be meddling in this way with old family 
names; but I did not dream of offence.” Even SO, 
nearly a hundred years after Irving wrote this apol- 
ogy, Mr. Brooks remarks in his book that this “piece 
of learned spoofing” has offended descendants of the 
Dutch down to our own day, when Hendrick van 
Loon the well known author “often spoke of Irving 
with a somewhat disgusted annoyance.” 

Irving made up the name of Diedrich Knicker- 
bocker, the reputed author of the history, and thus 
put into circulation a word that is plastered all over 
New York City today. Open the telephone directory, 
and you can go down the list, from the Knickerbocker 
Advertising Company to Knickerbocker bedding, 
braid, book, cigar, club, elevator gate, funeral chair, 
hair cloth, poultry, toy, village and even the Knicker- 
bocker Exterminating Company, which, of course, 
doesn’t exterminate Knickerbockers. Irving laugh- 
ingly. ascribed two meanings to the name, one of 
which was synonymous with elbow-bender or toss- 
pot. He complained that the word was already ap- 
pearing on ice carts, which must have been the fore- 
runner of our own Knickerbocker Ice Company. 

In his early years Irving was a Federalist, favor- 
ing John Quincy Adams as against Andrew Jackson, 
and opposing the Jeffersonian idea of limiting the 
terms of a president. From Sevilla he wrote to Alex- 
ander H. Everett on February 14, 1829, “I am loath to 
see a man superseded who has filled his station worth- 
ily. These frequent changes in our administration are 
prejudicial to the country: we ought to be wary of 
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using our power of changing our Chief Magistrate 
when the welfare of the country does not demand it”, 
but after living seventeen years abroad Washington 
Irving professed that “his feelings & political creed 
was changed,” that the contrast between the discontent 
of Europe and “the general animation, cheerful press- 
ing on to something better ahead, which appeared 
everywhere in this country, kept him in a fever of ex- 
citement and exultation.” And Philip Hone, in his 
diary, describes a party given in Irving’s honor on 
May 24, 1832, from which Irving “came out a 
Jackson man.” 


Irving, never married: he was very much in love 
with Matilda, the daughter of a distinguished lawyer 
in New York, Josiah Ogden Hoffman, with whom 
he got his first law job, but shortly after the engage- 
ment was announced Matilda became ill and died, 
leaving a very disconsolate Washington. 


After the publication of Knickerbocker’s History 
there was a lull in the literary ambitions of Irving; 
he rested on his laurels and took it easy until the war 
with England induced him to accept an appointment 
as Secretary to Governor Tompkins, which position 
he held down until peace was declared in 1815, when 
he felt the urge to go abroad again, and this time he 
remained on the other side those seventeen years re- 
ferred to earlier. 


In 1819 Irving published the book by which he 
is most popularly known—the Sketch Book of Geof- 
frey Crayon, Gent. ‘This was heartily welcomed on 
both sides of the Atlantic and two of the stories, ““Rip 
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Van Winkle” and “The Legend of Sleepy Hollow,” 
have become classics in American literature. Next 
came Bracebridge Hall in 1822 and in 1824 appeared 
the Tales of a Traveller, a collection of short stories 
written in pleasant fashion abroad. Eighteen twenty- 
six saw Irving in Spain, where he wrote one of the 
best and most comprehensive lives of Columbus, 
which, however, he feared would be ill regarded by 
those “who suppose, from my having dealt so much 
in fiction, it must be impossible for me to tell the 
truth with plausibility.” Still, this won for him the 
highest degree of Oxford and the gold medal from 
the Royal Society of Literature. 

That land of indolencia must have appealed to 
him greatly, for he wrote to a lady friend on March 
15, 1828, “We passed a charming evening on the 
banks of the famous Guadalquivir enjoying the mild 
and balmy air of a southern evening, and rejoicing 
in the certainty that we were at length in this land 
of promise.” While at Cordova his eye reveled over 
a delightful landscape and he wrote again to the same 
lady a few weeks later that “every bend of the river 
presents a new landscape, for it is beset by old Moor- 
ish mills of the most picturesque forms; each mill 
having an embattled tower—a memento of the valiant 
tenure by which those gallant fellows, the Moors, 
held this earthly paradise, having to be ready at all 
times for war, and as it were, to work with one hand 
and fight with the other. It is impossible to travel 
about Andalusia and not imbibe a kind feeling for 
those Moors. They deserved this beautiful country. 
They won it bravely; they enjoyed it generously and. 
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kindly. No lover ever delighted more to cherish and 
adore a mistress ... than did the Moors to embellish, 
enrich, elevate and defend their beloved Spain. 
Everywhere I meet traces of their sagacity, courage, 
urbanity, high poetical feeling, and elegant taste. ‘The 
noblest institutions in this part of Spain, the best in- 
ventions for comfortable and agreeable living .. . may 
be traced to the Moors.” 

Washington Irving was a great lover of Spain 
and the romantic, else he never could have written 
his Conquest of Granada, 1829, his Spanish Voyages 
of Discovery, 1831, and later his Moorish Chronicles, 
Mohamet and His Successors, Legends of the Con- 
quest of Spain, etc. Through all of these there is a 
certain cheerfulness; the most striking quality of all 
his works, in fact, is charm, whether he writes of 
ghosts and goblins or castles or prairies or men and 
women. 

Irving was in truth an ambassador of good will. 
While his literary skill brought him fame and dis- 
tinction, these can never be separated from that un- 
failing courtesy and integrity of character that won 
for him the admiration and affection of all among 
whom he worked wherever he traveled. His modesty 
in success, his kindly sympathy and his generous en- 
couragement of young authors account for the esteem 
in which he was held for half a century. 

His friendliness with Spain brought him the ap- 
pointment of United States Minister at Madrid in 
1841 and he continued his historical writing until he 
came home for good in 1849, welcomed with national 
honor in recognition of the “good neighbor policy” 
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he had so long and consistently practiced abroad. 
Forthwith he went to Sunnyside, his home on the 
Hudson; where he set himself to the grateful task of 
giving happiness to his kinsfolk and friends, among 
whom he spread that good humor which was for him 
‘the oil and wine for a merry meeting.” It was said 
that “his life was as beautiful and wholesome as his 
books,” and no finer tribute could be paid to him than 
the motto adopted by the most modern high school in 
the world, taken from his own Bracebridge Hall: 


‘The fire of hospitality in the hall, 
The genial flame of charity in the heart.” 
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Among the members of the Society is the distinguished poet, Wallace 
Stevens. It was suggested that Mr. Stevens be asked to write a poem com- 
memorating the one hundredth Paas Festival, to which suggestion he cheer- 
fully acquiesced by composing the following poem. 


TRADITION 


by Wallace Stevens 


A poem about tradition could easily be 

A windy thing ... However, since we are parts 
Of traditino, cousins of the calendar, 

If not of kin, suppose we identify 

Its actual appearance, if we can, 

By giving it a form. But the character 

Of tradition does not easily take form. 


It is not a set of laws. Therefore, its form 

Is not lean marble, trenchant-eyed. ‘There is 

No book of the past in which time’s senators 

Have inscribed life’s do and don’t. The command- 
ing codes 

Are not tradition. To identify it 

Is to define its form, to say: this image 

Is its body visible to the important eye. 
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The bronze of the wise man seated in repose 

Is not its form. Tradition is wise but not 

The figure of the wise man fixed in sense. 

The scholar is always distant in the space 
Around him and in that didstance meditates 
Things still more distant. And tradition is near. 
It joins and does not separate. What, then, 


Is its true form? Is it the memory 

That hears a pin fall in New Amsterdam 
Or sees the new North River heaping up 
Dutch ice on English boats? The memory 
Is part of the classic imagination, posed 
Too often to be more than secondhand. 
Tradition is much more than the memory. 


Is it experience, say, the final form 

‘To which all other forms, at last, return, 

The frame of a repeated Aris is it that? 
Are we characters in an arithmetic 

Or letters of a curious alphabet; 

And is tradition an unfamiliar sum, 

A legend scrawled in a script we cannot read? 
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It has a clear, a single, a solid form, 

That of the son who bears upon his back 

The father that he loves, and bears him from 
The ruins of the past, out of nothing left, 
Made noble by the honor he receives, 

As if in a golden cloud. The son restores 

The father. He hides his ancient blue beneath 


His own bright red. But he bears him out of love, 
His life made double by his father’s life, 
Ascending the humane.

THE SAINT NICHOLAS SOCIETY 
MEDAL OF MERIT 


The Saint Nicholas Society’s Medal of Merit was 
first awarded in the year 1937. 


Some years before, in 1934, one of the Vice Presi- 
dents of the Society, Reginald T. Townsend, sug- 
gested to the Board ‘of Officers that the Society should 
award a medal each year to a citizen of New York 
who, in the opinion of a Committee appointed 
especially for the purpose of selecting a candidate, 
had especially distinguished himself as a citizen. The 
Board approved of the idea and President Herbert 
L. Satterlee appointed a Committee, who selected as 
first recipient of the medal the Honorable Robert 
Moses, Commissioner of Parks and Playgrounds. The 
Committee’s decision was based upon Mr. Moses’ fine 
work in creating new parks and parkways. 


Since its inception The Saint Nicholas Society’s 
Medal of Merit has been awarded to the following:

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AWARDING THE FIRST MEDAL OF MERIT 
Established in 1934, The Saint Nicholas Medal of Merit to be bestowed 
upon a citizen of New York, for especially meritorius work for the City, 
was first presented in 1937 when President Herbert L. Satterlee pinned the 
Medal on the Honorable Robert Moses, Commissioner of Parks. 
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THE SOCIETY HONORS ONE OF ITS OWN 


In 1944, the Society honored one of its members, bestowing the Medal of 
Merit on Lee Thompson Smith, its Treasurer. President Townsend announced 
that the Medal had been awarded Mr. Smith for his fine work that resulted 
in the elimination of the gangsters of that day. 





THE 110TH ANNIVERSARY 
SERVICE OF COMMEMORATION 


The year 1945 saw two special anniversaries for 
The Saint Nicholas Society. The first was that on 
February 28, 1945 the Society celebrated the 110th 
Anniversary of its founding, and on Easter Monday, 
April 2, it celebrated the 100th Paas Festival of the 
Society. 

To mark the first important occasion, the his- 
torian, Major E. Gibert Schermerhorn, conceived the 
idea of the Society’s holding a Service of Com- 
memoration at St. Mark’s Church In-The-Bouwerie, 
where fifteen of the Founders of the Society and 
its first President, Peter Gerard Stuyvesant, were 
buried. 

By a coincidence, the year 1945 marked the 150th 
anniversary of the laying of the cornerstone of St. 
Mark’s Church, which had been erected on the site 
of the chapel built on Governor Peter Stuyvesant’s 
farm, “The Bouwerie”; the first edifice erected for 
purely religious purposes on Manhattan Island. 

The Rector of St. Mark’s, the Reverend Richard 
E. McEvoy, enthusiastically approved of Major 
Schermerhorn’s suggestion, and the Bishop of the 
Diocese, the Rt. Rev. William T. Manning, not only 
gave his approval, but promised to attend the 
service: 

The historian worked out the details of the service, 
‘selected the hymns and even wrote a special prayer 
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for the occasion. Unfortunately, when the service 
was held, Major Schermerhorn was hundreds of miles 
away in the South and could not be present, but 
many of his family came and occupied the original 
Schermerhorn pew in St. Mark’s. 


Sunday, March 4, 1945 dawned bright and clear 
and members and guests arrived early. About two 
hundred members and guests had been expected and 
about five hundred attended, so that the seating cap- 
acity of the church was taxed to the utmost. 


The Veteran Corps of Artillery, under General 
Charles Elliot Warren, resplendent in their colorful 
uniforms, acted as a guard of honor and led the 
procession up the aisle. The Saint Nicholas Society 
Color Guard, with banners unfurled, followed, then 
the Board of Stewards. Next the Grand Marshal, 
Douglas Halsted, followed by former Presidents: 
Judge Edward Ridley Finch, the Honorable Herbert 
Livingston Satterlee, Brigadier General John Francis 
Daniell, Judge William Warner Hoppin and Colonel 
Francis Russell Stoddard—the latter representing His 
Honor the Mayor, Fiorello H. La Guardia, who, like 
Bishop Manning, was prevented by illness from at- 
tending at the last moment. 


After the former Presidents came the officers— 
Lee Thompson Smith, Treasurer; Henry Le Roy 
Finch, Third Vice President; William M. Clear- 
water, Second Vice President; and Paul Gibert The- 
baud, First Vice President, marching two by two. 

Next in line, marching by themselves, were 
Assistant Historian, B. Sherman Fowler, and Presi-’

Major E. Gibert Schermerhorn, the Society’s Historian, arranged for a 
Service of Commemoration to mark the 110th Anniversary of the Founding 
of the Society at Saint Mark’s Church in-the-Bouwerie, where 15 founders 
of the Society are buried.

dent, Reginald T. Townsend, wearing the cocked hat 
and his badge of office. 

The Clergy brought up the rear in the following 
order: The Rector of St. Mark’s, the Reverend Rich- 
ard E. McEvoy; Canon Edward N. West of the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine, representing Bishop 
Manning, and finally the Reverend Charles Warren 
Baldwin, Rector of St. Mary’s Church in Scar- 
borough, N. Y., and Chaplain of the Saint Nicholas 
Society. 

After the opening hymns and prayers, the Rector 
gave the address of welcome and Chaplain Baldwin 
delivered the sermon. Before beginning, he read 


the following letter from Bishop Manning :— 
To the Members of The Saint Nicholas Society: 


It is with pleasure that our Diocese notes the 110th Anniversary 
of the founding of your distinguished society. 

The Rector of this venerable parish has welcomed you to a 
Service commemorating this event; The Rector of another historic 
parish, St. Mary’s, will preach to you, and the presence of Canon 
West brings to you the assurance of my deep interest in this 
occasion. 

How appropriate it is that a religious service should mark this 
celebration! The Society has ever stood for those civic virtues 
which are the ornaments of a community devoted to the free 
Gospel of Christ. God’s blessing be with you, prosper you and 
strengthen you, for the sake of our holy religion and our goodly 
heritage.

Chaplain Baldwin in his sermon said: 


In the Name of the Father, the Son and the Holy Ghost, Amen. 
Back in one of the old books of the Bible there is a verse 
about “Those things that our fathers have taught us’,—and we 
are admonished to “stand fast by these things’. St. Paul, in one 
of his letters to his friends and converts, put it this way, “There- 
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fore, brethren, stand fast and hold the traditions which ye have 
been taught”,—And this is my text for this great occasion. 


In modern times, however, we are urged to stand by the things 
that are NEV. In mechanical and material things the New is 
without doubt the Best; new cars, when we can get them, new 
drugs, new appliances——But only because the “New-to-us”’ has 
been tested and tried for many days and even years in laboratory 
and experiment, and even in the crucible of war,—before being 
presented to you and me for our use. 


The same rule applies to the things of the mind and of the 
Spirit. “They must be tested and tried before they are found to 
be true, but the process is longer for ideas and ideals. 


When, as William James says, our ideals are found to WORK, 
then, and then only, are they TRUE. 


Now I am not going into James’ philosophy of Pragmatism 
this afternoon, but I do want to point out that TRADITION 
has a most powerful place in our lives—‘“what our fathers have 
told us’—It is by this that the best among us live and move and 
have our being. Sometimes we just call it Background. 


The Saint Nicholas Society stands for Tradition, it is one of 
our most valuable functions, we stand for such ideals as have 
been handed down to us and have been found to be true; in its 
110 years of life this Society has had opportunity to see and to 
know and to test many ideas and ideals brought before us all. In 
which connection I would quote the words of Dr. William 
Creighton, Rector of this Church of St. Mark’s-in-the-Bouwerie 
from 1816 to 1836 (and founder of my Church of St. Mary’s in 
Scarborough in 1839) He preached the memorial sermon for the 
Founder of St. Nicholas, his close friend and parishoner, Wash- 
ington Irving, on December 4th, 1859, and he said, “How does 
his humble though living faith in the Gospel rebuke the pride of 
those who would be wise above what is written”. “ABOVE 
WHAT IS WRITTEN’—What is written in Holy Writ. Above 


which no man can reach. 


St. Paul, who followed Our Lord in all that could lift up the 
heart of man, was a Traditionalist, a Pharisee of the Pharisees, 
and he gave us a tradition to be followed: “Whatever things are 
true, whatever things are honest, whatever things are just, what- 
ever things are lovely, whatever things are of good report; if there 
be any virtue, and if there be any praise, think on these things.” 

The Saint Nicholas Society “thinks on these things” because, 
in the 110 years of its life it has seen many attempts to break 
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down the ideals of Christianity for which it stands. . . . When 
selfish men try to set up an “ideology” of their own, they have 
first to break down or minimize the teachings of our fathers,— 
and so it is today, and so it is that The Saint Nicholas Society 
has sent many of its members and sons into this struggle to combat 
the ideology of Neitzsch and Nazi—and Shinto,—the latter, as 
might have been told us by another friend and neighbor of Wash- 
ington Irving’s, and parishoner of Dr. Creighton’s, (a co-founder 
of St. Mary’s in Scarborough), Commodore Matthew C. Perry, 
who made the mistake of “opening” Japan in 1852,—he was the 
one man who knew how to meet the craft of Nippon with the 
_shrewedness of the Yankee New Yorker. He could have told us 
that the customs of Japan are not as old as we have been led to 
think, and that certainly they are not good. 


Let us define Tradition as “customs that have been found to be 
good”—and they endure because they have been found to be 
True,—and would not endure at all if right thinking people did 
not support them. You have heard it said that “Truth crushed 
to earth shall rise again’’,—but it will only rise if someone RAISES 
it. And so I repeat, that one of the chief functions of this Saint 
Nicholas Society, its most valuable one, is to uphold and continue 
to uphold, “Those things that our fathers have told us” 


Our members and sons in this present struggle K NOW what 
they are fighting for,—for Traditions based in the Fatherhood of 
God and the Brotherhood of Man, for the truth that Jesus says 
“shall make you free’, for TRADITIONS built upon the foun- 
dations of the Apostles and Prophets, with Jesus Christ the Chief 
Corner Stone. 


The name of our patron saint, Nicholas, means Victory of the 
People, and as Bishop of Myra, way back in the Fourth Century, 
he brought Peace of Mind and Freedom from Slavery—even to | 
little people. We of The Saint Nicholas Society follow in his train, 
pledging our efforts and our “sacred honor’ to the great day of 
Peace on Earth and Freedom from ‘Tyrannies. 

_ And now unto God the Father, God the Son and God the 
Holy Ghost, be ascribed as is most justly due, all might, dominion, 
majesty and praise, both now and forever. AMEN. 


President Reginald T. Townsend addressed the 
congregation from the chancel as follows: 


It is a source of great personal satisfaction to me that such 
an important and historic event as this Service of Commemo- 
ration should occur during my term of office. The records 
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show no such an event in all of the 110 years of. the Society’s 
existence, and it seems most opportune that it should occur during 
the year in which is being celebrated the 150th Anniversary of the 
laying of the cornerstone of St. Mark’s. 

It is indeed fitting that we should gather here with reverence 
to God, to whom we owe our being and heritage. And it is par- 
ticularly fittting that we gather in this famous old church, for 
here beneath this roof, many of our Founders and members gath- 
ered in the past, even as we do now, to render their thanks to 
Almighty God for the continuance of His bounty and guidance. 


I note with much pleasure the number of members, guests and 


friends present. Especially am I gratified to see so many ladies 
on hand. For it is to the ladies we turn from generation to gen- 
eration so that The Saint Nicholas Society may not perish from 
the earth. But it is most fitting of all that in the midst of a 
world at war,—a world torn asunder by hatred and _ strife,—we 
should pause and offer up a sincere prayer for the well being and 
safety of our fellow members and the sons and relatives of our 
members, who, even as we speak are giving up their lives for us 
and for the hberty of the world. 


As President of The Saint Nicholas Society, I desire to ex- 
press to the Clergy, Wardens and Vestrymen our appreciation for 
their permission to hold this Service of Commemoration here in 
St. Mark’s In-The-Bouwerie. Particularly do I wish to thank 
the Rector of St. Mark’s, Mr. Richard E. McEvoy. From the 
moment the idea was suggested to him, he entered enthusiastically 
into the spirit of the occasion, cooperating in every possible way. 
And to Mrs. McEvoy and the ladies of the parish, my heartfelt 
thanks for the trouble they have gone to in supplying the refresh- 
ments we shall enjoy at the reception following the ceremony. 


I want to express my appreciation of the presence here of Canon 
Edward N. West of the Cathedral of St. John the Divine, who is 
representing the Rt. Rev. Bishop William T. Manning. It was 
kind indeed of him to honor The Saint Nicholas Society, and I 
might also voice my deep regret that illness prevented Bishop 
Manning from attending the Service. The Bishop took a lively 
interest in this service and had hoped until the last moment to 
take part in it. Happily, though not able to be present, he is 
well on the road to recovery. 

There is another valiant soul who I could wish were present 
with us—for but for him we should not be here today. I refer 
to our greatly beloved Historian, Major Edward Gibert Scher- 
merhorn. “Eddie” as we love to call him, now in his eighty-first 
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year, first conceived the idea of holding a Service of Commemo- 
ration; he it was who worked out the details, selected the hymns 
and even wrote a special prayer. So, though miles may separate 
us from him in his winter home in the Southland, I feel he is 
actually with us in spirit. And I am sure it gives us all infinite 
pleasure to see the old Schermerhorn pew in the centre aisle so 
well filled by members of this distinguished family. 


Finally, I am grateful for the presence of The Veteran Corps 
of Artillery as a Guard of Honor, headed by Brig. Gen’! Charles 
Elliot Warren. ‘They have lent a colorful note to the ceremony. 
I think I can tell them something they may not know. Our 
Founder, Washington Irving, was Aide-de-Camp to Major Gen- 
eral Morgan Lewis, with the rank of Colonel, signing the order 
of September 2, 1814, wherein it stated that the Commander in 
Chief noted with high appreciation and satisfaction the alacrity 
with which the division under the command of General Ebenezer 
Stevens had entered into actual service. “This was a reference to 
the War of 1812 in which The Veteran Corps of Artillery was a 


participant and General Stevens was an original member thereof. 


In closing I cannot help but express the feeling that with us 
all present here in the flesh there are also many, who having gone 
before, are present in the spirit. I especially like to feel that the 
shade of our First President Peter Gerard Stuyvesant who lies 
entombed here and to whose memory there is a plaque on the 
walls of this Church, is smiling down on his successors in the 
august office of President of “The Saint Nicholas Society, who are 
taking part in this service. “These are: Judge Edward Ridley Finch, 
The Honorable Herbert Livingston Satterlee, Brig. Gen’l John F. 
Daniel, Judge William Warner Hoppin and Colonel Francis 
Russell Stoddard, and my humble self, the sixty-second President 
of this great Society, and it is my fondest hope that the Spirit of 
President Peter Stuyvesant and those of the Fifteen Founders and 
other members of this Society who lie buried in St. Mark’s may be 
pleased with the way in which we, their descendants, are carrying 
on the traditions and the customs they handed down to us so many, 
many years. ago. 


Then the Assistant Historian B. Sherman Fowler, 
described the ties that bind St. Mark’s Church and 
The Saint Nicholas Society. He said:— 


The Saint Nicholas Society is participating today, in the 150th 
Anniversary of the founding of St. Mark’s Church In-The-Bouw- 
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erie. St. Mark’s Church was built in 1795 on the site of Governor 
Peter Stuyvesant’s Chapel, the first religious building on Man- 
hattan Island. 


A later Peter Stuyvesant, the great great grandson of the Gov- 
ernor, gave the land in 1793, and some money toward the erection 
of the church. 


While The Saint Nicholas Society is only 110 years old, having 
been founded in 1835, our Historian, Major Edward Gibert 
Schermerhorn, who unfortunately cannot be with’ us today, had 
the brilliant inspiration for the Society to join in this Commemo- 
rative Service, as no other society has had so close a sentimental 
connection with St. Mark’s Church. 


The founding of The Saint Nicholas Society was due to Wash- 
ington Irving, who, on his return from abroad, after seventeen 
years as United States Ambassador to Spain, was tendered a 
dinner by some three hundred prominent citizens of the City of 
New York. Among the guests were members of the St. Andrew, 
St. Patrick and St. George Societies, as well as members of Ger- 
man and French Societies. 


Washington Irving called attention to the fact that there was 
no society of old New Yorkers, and to become a member of these 
societies, one had to be a descendant of a citizen of the nation they 
represented. ‘Therefore, he founded The Saint Nicholas Society 
of the City of New York with no thought of nationality but purely 
to preserve the traditions and the welfare of our beloved city. And 
it was made a rule that to belong to The Saint Nicholas Society, 
one must have a forebear who was a resident of the City or State 
of New York prior to 1785—the forebear’s birthplace being imma- 
terial. Quite naturally, the Dutch predominated as they were the 
earliest settlers. 


Washington Irving, before he went abroad, wrote a burlesque 
history of New York. He had been angered by the publication of 
a history of the City, which he found very incorrect, so he de- 
termined to write a correct one. However, in his researches for 
material, he found so much that was amusing in the early Dutch 
customs, that he changed his mind and wrote the famous Diedrich 
Knickerbocker’s history of New York, using the name as a disguise 
for its authorship. 


At the testimonial dinner, Irving said he was astonished to 
find, on his return, that Diedrich Knickerbocker, whom he de- 
scribed as a “little old gentleman in a cocked hat,” had become the 
symbol of old New York, as Father Knickerbocker. Consequently 
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old New Yorkers are now known as Knickerbockers. Diedrich 
Knickerbocker is supposed to be interred here, by his request, close 
to the bones of Peter Stuyvesant. 

Washington Irving acted as Secretary at preliminary meetings 
of The Saint Nicholas Society, and at the first regular meeting 
on February 28, 1835, became its Second Vice President. 

Peter Gerard Stuyvesant, the great, great grandson of Governor 
Peter Stuyvesant, was elected the Society’s first President. 

The cocked hat that he wore when officiating at the meetings 
and dinners is the same that has been worn by all succeeding 
Presidents. 

Within this hallowed ground of St. Mark’s rest the mortal 
remains of Peter Stuyvesant, the last Dutch Governor; those of 
Colonel Henry Sloughter, a British Governor, and Governor 
Tompkins, one of the earliest Governors of New York. 


Fifteen Founders of The Saint Nicholas Society lie buried 
here :— 
Peter Stuyvesant, who gave the land for the church and his son 
Peter Gerard Stuyvesant, first President of the Society

There is one other who should be mentioned, although not a 
founder or a member of The Saint Nicholas Society :— 


Mathilda Hoffman, who is buried in the church yard. She 
was Washington Irving’s fiancée, whom, however, owing to 
the fact that she developed tuberculosis at an early age, he 
could not marry. She died at the age of eighteen years, and 
he remained a bachelor all his life. 


It is gratifying to see so many ladies participating in this 
service, for to the wives of our members our very life and con- 
tinuance is due. From their descendants, as well as from the male 
line, our members are eligible. ‘This is not always understood, but 
the fact was recognized at the first Anniversary Dinner of The 
Saint Nicholas Society, when the first toast was to the “Fair of 
Manhattan.” An admirable custom, might I add in closing, and 
one that we can well observe today. 
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Canon West gave the blessing and just prior to 
the recessional, the choir and congregation joined in 
singing the National Anthem. 


The ladies of St. Mark’s parish served as host- 
esses at the reception that followed, dispersing tea, 
coffee, cakes and sandwiches. During the reception, 
President Townsend called for silence and leading 
the Executive Secretary of the Society, Frances 
O’Callaghan, forward, presented her with a sub- 
stantial purse from the Officers, Managers and mem- 
bers of the Society, as a slight reward for her long, 
faithful and efficient services to the Society and as 
a mark of the esteem and affection in which the 


members all held her. Three rousing cheers for the 
Executive Secretary followed. 


All in all, the Commemorative Service proved to 
be a dignified and impressive event and all present 
agreed that the historian, Major E. Gibert Schermer- 
horn, deserved the highest commendation for his con- 
ception of the idea of holding such a service and its 
flawless execution. 
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As this volume was about to go to press the 100th Paas Festival of the 
Society was held at The Waldorf-Astoria. The presses were held back long 
enough to include an account of the banquet and thus round out the 
historical record contained in this volume. 


THE 100TH PAAS FESTIVAL 


Established some ten years after the founding of 
the Society the 100th Paas, or Easter, Festival, was 
held according to custom on Easter Monday evening, 
April 2d. 

Anticipating a good attendance, the Festival was 
held in the grand ballroom of The Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel and the members were invited to attend as the 
guests of the Society. 

It was just as well that so large a room had been 
selected for more than five hundred and twenty-five 
members and guests assembled for cocktails and din- 
ner. his constituted the largest attendance at a 
dinner in the history of the Society and the assem- 
blage was as distinguished as it was numerous. 

Headed by the trumpeter, in his orange and blue 
Dutch costume, sounding the familiar air of “Myn- 
heer Van Donck” and with the servitors, Color Guard, 
Board of Stewards and distinguished guests, the pro- 
cession entered the ballroom to the accompaniment of 
applause and waving of napkins by the members al- 
ready seated. 

The recipients of The Saint Nicholas Society 
Medal of Merit were the guests of honor on the dais, 
with the speakers, the Chaplains, representatives of 
the Army and the Navy and former Presidents of 
the Society. The President, Reginald T. Townsend 
presided and called upon the Chaplain to give the 
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Invocation and at its conclusion the entire audience 
joined in singing The National Anthem. 

The Stewards under the Chairmanship of Thomas 
H. Clearwater had provided a delicious repast con- 
sisting of Key West Turtle Soup laced with Sherry; 
Baked Sea Bass; Breast of Guinea Hen with fresh 
green peas; potatoes garnished with parsley; Florida 
Salade, a Bombe Glacee and demi tasse. 

After the first course, following the usual custom, 
the President charged the members to fill their glasses 
and drink the first toast, a double one on this occasion, 
“Our Beloved Society and its Founder, Washington 
Irving”’—the Paas Festival, by chance falling on the 
eve of Irving’s Birthday, April 3d. During the 
evening, at stated intervals, the three Vice-Presidents, 
Paul Gibert Thebaud, William M. Clearwater and 
Henry LeRoy Finch, proposed toasts to “The Presi- 
dent”—“Our Armed Forces” and “Her Majesty, the 
Queen of the Netherlands.” 

In due course the Stewards distributed the clay 
pipes and cigars and then ushered in the Weathercock 
which was installed on the dais, pointing according 
to custom to the Northeast. 

Meanwhile the members had been busy trying to 
crack each other’s Easter eggs of which there was a 
bowl on each table; another old Saint Nicholas So- 
ciety custom. 

The President then arose, welcomed the members 
and their guests and introduced the winners of The 
Medal of Merit who were seated on the dais in the 
order of their receiving the medal. Messrs. Win- 
throp W. Aldrich, philanthropist, William Church 
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Osborn, President of the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, Colonel Arthur V. McDermott, J. A.G.D., 
Director of Selective Service, Lieutenant General 
Hugh A. Drum, Commander of the Department of 
the East and Lee Thompson Smith, Treasurer of the 
Society and the most recent recipient of the Medal. 
Governor Thomas E. Dewey of New York and Com- 
missioner of Parks and Playgrounds, Robert Moses 
who had been awarded the Medal could not be pres- 
ent owing to their civic duties. 

The President discussed the origin and observance 
of the Paas Festival and then presented Colonel Pier- 
pont Morgan Hamilton of the United States Army, 
the only member of the Society in this war to whom 
the Congressional Medal of Honor has been awarded 
for “bravery far beyond the line of duty.” Colonel 
Hamilton received a thunderous ovation. 

The first speaker of the evening was Lieutenant 
Hugh Barr Miller, Jr., United States Naval Reserve. 
The Lieutenant gave a most dramatic and thrilling 
account of his “Forty-three Days Behind the Japan- 
ese Lines.” He held his listeners enthralled with the 
story of his exploits in the Far East. 

Lieutenant Miller was followed by Mr. Louis J. 
Alber, the distinguished traveler and lecturer, who 
talked of ‘Hitler and the Junkers.” With the War 
in Europe drawing to a close and the problems of the 
peace at hand, his talk proved intensely interesting. 

At the close of the speeches, the Color Guard, 
under its Chairman, Gerald M. Curran, removed the 
Colors and President Townsend announced that “The 
100th Paas Festival” had passed into history. 
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AN ACT 
to Incorporate The 
SAINT NICHOLAS SOCIETY 


OF THE CITY OF NEW YORK 


Passed April 17th, 1841 


The People of the State of New York, represented in 


Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 


SECTION 1. Peter G. Stuyvesant, Washington Irv- 
ing, George B. Rapelye, Egbert Benson, John Oot- 
hout, Abraham R. Lawrence, and Hamilton Fish, 
and such other persons as now are associated as The 
Saint Nicholas Society of the City of New York, or 
may hereafter become associated with them, are here- 
by constituted a body corporate, by the name of “The 
Saint Nicholas Society of the City of New York.” . 


SECTION 2. The objects of said Society are to af- 
ford pecuniary relief to indigent or reduced members 
and their widows and children; to collect and pre- 
serve information respecting the history, settlement, 
manners, and such other matters as may relate thereto, 
of the City of New York; and to promote social in- 
tercourse among its native citizens. 
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SECTION 3. The said Corporation shall have 
power to make or adopt a Constitution and By-Laws, 
rules and regulations for the admission of its mem- 
bers and their government; the election of its officers, 
and their duties; the suspending or expelling any of 
its members, and for the safe keeping and protection 
of its property and funds; and from time to time to 
alter or repeal such Constitution, By-Laws, rules and 
regulations. The present officers shall hold their 
respective offices until others shall be chosen in their 


places. 433457 

SECTION 4. The said Corporation may purchase 
and hold any real or personal estate, but the annual 
income thereof shall not exceed five thousand dollars. 


SECTION 5. The said Corporation shall possess the 
general powers, and be subject to the general restric- 
tions and liabilities, prescribed in the third title of 
the eighteenth chapter of the first part of the Revised 
Statutes. 


SECTION 6. The Legislature may at any time alter 
or repeal this Act. 


SECTION 7. This Act shall take effect immediately.

CONSTITUTION 


Adopted February 28, A. D. 1835 
Amended March 1, 1945 


ARTICLE I 
OF THE NAME OF THE SOCIETY 


SECTION 1. The name of this Society shall be 
‘The Saint Nicholas Society of the City of New 
York,” and its objects shall be to afford pecuniary 
relief to indigent or reduced members of this Society 
and their widows and children; to collect and pre- 
serve information respecting the history, settlement, 
manners, etc. of the City of New York, and to pro- 
mote social intercourse among its native citizens. 


ARTICLE II 
OF MEMBERS 


SECTION 1. Any male person, who has attained 
the age of eighteen years, in respectable standing in 
Society, of good moral character, whose ancestor, male 
or female, was a native or resident of what is now 
the City or State of New York, prior to the year 
one thousand seven hundred and eighty-five, or who 
is a descendant of a member of this Society, shall be 
eligible as a member. Whenever, and as long as 
there shall be seven hundred and fifty members of 
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the Society, no one shall be elected to membership 
unless he be the descendant in the oldest male line 
of a member or former member; and if the number 
of members in the Society shall exceed seven hundred 
and fifty, no new member, other than a descendant 
in the oldest male line shall be elected until the 
number of members is less than such number. 

SECTION 2. Candidates for admission must be 
proposed by one member and seconded by another 
who shall state, in writing, the name, place of resi- 
dence, profession or occupation of the candidate and 
his qualifications for membership; also that they 
know him personally, and that he is a proper person 
to become a member of the Society. 

The name of every candidate, with those of his 
proposer and seconder, shall be sent to the Secretary 
twenty days before he can be balloted for. 

Members shall be elected by ballot at a meeting 
of the Board of Officers after a report on such mem- 
bers by the Committee on Admissions has been re- 
ceived and considered. In all elections to member- 
ship, the ballot shall first be taken on candidates who 
are the descendants of members. 

A candidate must receive the votes of three-fourths 
of the Officers present, and two black balls shall 
exclude. . 

A rejected candidate shall not again be proposed 
within six months after such rejection. 

SECTION 3. Each member shall, immediately on 
his election, sign the Constitution and pay to the 
Treasurer his initiation fee and the annual dues for 
the current year, together with any tax that may be 
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assessed thereon, and shall not be qualified as a mem- 
ber until he shall have complied with this section; 
but such election shall be void if the member so 
elected shall fail to qualify as required by this sec- 
tion, within sixty days after notice of his election is 
mailed, addressed to him at the last address in the 
records of the Society. 

SECTION 4. The initiation fee shall be twenty 
dollars, and except as provided in Section 5 of this 
Article, each member shall pay annually the sum of 
ten dollars (in advance for the ensuing year) on, or 
before the date of the anniversary meeting in each 
year. 

SECTION 5. Upon paying at one time a sum of 
two hundred dollars or more a member may become 
a life member. Life members shall, if not in arrears, 
be exempt from the payment of the annual dues, but 
not from any tax which may be assessed at any time. 


SECTION 6. If any member neglect or refuse to 
pay his annual dues, for the space of one year after 
the same shall become due, he shall be considered ta 
have resigned his membership, and his name shall be 
stricken from the roll of the Society, unless some good 
reason for such neglect or refusal be presented to the 
Board of Officers, in which case the said Board may 
by resolution continue him as a member upon such 
terms and conditions as to the payment of arrears and 
dues as may be set forth in the resolution. 


SECTION 7. Any member wishing to resign shall 
tender his resignation in writing, which may be ac- 
cepted, provided the amount of dues (if any) for 
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which said member may be in arrears shall be then 
paid up. 

_ SECTION 8. Any member, for cause or conduct 
detrimental or antagonistic to the interest or purpose 
of the Society, may be suspended or expelled from 
the Society; but no member shall be suspended or 
expelled unless written charges be presented against 
such member to the Board of Officers. The Board 
shall present to the member a copy of such charges 
and one month’s notice in writing of the time and 
place of a hearing at which the member will be 
afforded an opportunity to reply to such charges. A 
vote of two-thirds of all the members of the Board 
of Officers present, provided a quorum is present, 
shall be necessary to suspend or expel such member. 


ARTICLE III 
OF THE OFFICERS OF THE SOCIETY 


SECTION 1. There shall be elected annually, at 
the Stated Meeting in May, from among the members 
of this Society, a President, a First, a Second, a ‘Third 
and a Fourth Vice President, a Secretary, an Assistant 
Secretary, a Treasurer, an Assistant Treasurer, an 
Historian and an Assistant Historian who, with 
twelve Managers and all former Presidents of the 
Society, shall constitute the Board of Officers. ‘The 
Managers shall be divided into four classes of three 
each, and each class shall serve for four years. At 
each annual election there shall be elected three Man- 
agers for a term of four years, and such additional 
number, if any, as shall be necessary to fill vacancies 
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for the remainder of the terms of the Managers whose 
places they are to fill. There shall also be elected 
at each annual election of Officers, two Chaplains and 
two Physicians. 

SECTION 2. ‘The election shall be by ballot and a 
plurality of votes shall constitute a choice. 

SECTION 3. ‘The Officers so elected shall be in- 
stalled and shall enter upon the duties of their re- 
spective offices immediately following the election at 
the said Stated Meeting in May. 

SECTION 4. The President shall be the Chief 
Executive Officer of the Society. He shall be Ex- 
Officio a member of all Committees; he shall preside 
at all meetings of the Society, preserve order, put the 
question, and declare the decision. He, in conjunction 
with one of the Vice Presidents, may call special 
meetings of the Society when they shall judge proper, 
and he shall call them when required by the Board 
of Officers, or when requested in writing by any nine 
members, specifying in such request the object for 
which such meeting is desired. He shall appoint the 
time and place of all meetings. 

SECTION 5. The Vice Presidents shall assist the 
President in presiding at the meetings. The duties 
specified in the preceding section shall, in case of the 
inability to act of the President, by reason of his ab- 
sence or sickness, devolve on the First Vice President; 
and in the absence or sickness of both, on the Second 
Vice President; and so on, according to rank. 

SECTION 6. ‘The Secretary shall have the custody 
of all the records and journals of the Society and shall 
make a regular entry of all the proceedings at each 
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meeting. He shall keep a roll of the members. He 
shall give notice of all meetings, whether stated or 
special. He shall, under the direction of the Board 
of Officers, erase from the list of members the names 
of all such persons, as shall, by the terms of the Con- 
stitution, have forfeited their title to membership. 
SECTION 7. The Treasurer shall be required to 
furnish a bond in the sum of at least $10,000 to be 
paid for by the Society. The Treasurer and Assis- 
tant Treasurer shall have the custody of the money 
and other property of the Society, except that all 
securities belonging to the Society, and constituting 
its Permanent Fund, or otherwise, shall be kept in a 
custody account in the name of the Society in a bank 
or trust company designated by the Board of Officers. 
Such bank or trust company shall collect the income 
on such securities and deposit the same in the account 
kept by the Treasurer. The Treasurer shall keep 
regular accounts of all receipts and disbursements in 
suitable books provided for that purpose, which shall 
be open at all reasonable times to the inspection of 
the members. The Treasurer shall keep an account 
of the fees and dues that accrue. At meetings of the 
Board of Officers he shall report to the Board the 
names of the members whose dues remain unpaid, 
and the amounts they owe, respectively, specifying 
those whose dues have been in arrears for more than 
a year. He shall preserve vouchers for all disburse- 
ments. He shall enter on his books each sum paid by 
him and the name of the person to whom the money 
was paid. He shall, at each Stated Meeting, present 
an abstract of his accounts, showing the sums received 
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and expended since the last Stated Meeting of the 
Society; and likewise the whole amount received and 
expended since the previous anniversary festival, 
specifying the amount of the Permanent Fund, and 
amount of cash on hand, and what may become due 
before the next meeting of the Society, that it may, 
if it think proper, take order for the disposition 
thereof. 

All checks and drafts of the Society shall be 
signed by the Treasurer, and any one of the following 
Officers: Assistant Treasurer, President, or any one of 
the four Vice Presidents. 

SECTION 8. In the absence or inability to act of 
the Secretary or the Treasurer, the duties imposed 
upon them, respectively, shall devolve on the Assis- 
tant Secretary or the Assistant ‘Treasurer. 

SECTION 9. ‘The Chaplains shall perform the re- 
ligious duties at the meetings of the Society, and shall 
by their counsel and advice promote harmony and 
good-will among the members. They shall also visit 
such sick and distressed persons as may be recom- 
mended to their attention by the Officers or Managers. 

SECTION 10. The Physicians shall give advice 
and assistance to such sick or maimed persons as may 
be committed to their care by the Officers or 
Managers. 

SECTION 11. In the case of the death, resignation 
or removal of any of the Officers before the end of 
the term for which they were elected, the Board of 
Officers may choose others in their place to serve for 
_ the remainder of the terms for which such Officers 
were elected. Such action of the Board of Officers 
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shall be submitted for ratification at the next Stated 
Meeting of the Society. 

SECTION 12. The Board of Officers shall meet 
regularly on the Monday preceding each Stated 
Meeting. Special Meetings may be called by the 
Secretary, under the direction of the President, or 
the Vice President acting in his stead, or of any three 
members of the Board of Officers. In addition to the 
duties conferred upon the Board by this Constitution, 
they shall likewise execute all such business as may 
from time to time be committed to them by any reso- 
lution of the Society; and at any Stated Meeting of 
the Society they shall report their proceedings since 
the last Stated Meeting at the request of any member. 
The presence of at least seven members of the Board 
shall be necessary for the transaction of business. 


ARTICLE IV 
OF COMMITTEES 


SECTION 1. The Finance Committee shall consist 
of the President, the Vice Presidents, the ‘Treasurer 
and the Assistant Treasurer. The Committee shall 
elect its own Chairman after the Stated Meeting in 
May of each year. They shall have the management 
of the Permanent Fund. All funds and moneys be- 
longing to the Society shall stand in the name of 
“The Saint Nicholas Society of the City of New 
York.” The Finance Committee shall, when moneys 
are to be distributed from the Permanent Fund or 
securities transferred therefrom by resolution of the 
Board of Officers or of the Society, give an order in 
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writing to the Custodian, signed by the Treasurer 
and any two of the following Officers: Assistant 
Treasurer, President or the four Vice Presidents. The 
Finance Committee shall report its proceedings to the 
Board of Officers. 

SECTION 2. There shall be appointed annually, at 
the meeting when the Officers of the Society are 
elected, a Budget Committee and at the Stated Meet- 
ing in March a Committee of Audit, consisting of 
not more than five members. The Budget Committee 
shall prepare and submit a proposd budget at the 
fall meeting of the Board of Officers. The Committee 
of Audit, whose members shall not be Officers, shall 
examine the books and accounts and vouchers of the 
Treasurer and check securities, and examine the pro- 
ceedings of the Finance Committee and report thereon 
to the Board of Officers at its next meeting. 

SECTION 3. Prior to the Stated Meeting in May, 
when the Officers of the Society are to be elected, 
the President shall appoint a Nominating Committee 
of not less than five members whose duty it shall be 
to select candidates for the various offices to be filled 
for the coming year. A copy of the report of said 
Committee shall be mailed to each member of the 
Society at least ten days prior to the Stated Meeting 
in May. 

SECTION 4. Prior to the Stated Meeting in May, 
when the Officers of the Society are to be elected, 
the President shall appoint a Committee of Instal- 
ment, consisting of two or more members, who shall, 
at the Stated Meeting in May of the Society, present 
and install the newly elected Officers. 
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SECTION 5. There shall be a Board of six Stew- 
ards of the Society, whose duty it shall be to take 
charge of the general detail of the Anniversary and 
other celebrations, as shall be prescribed by the By- 
laws or by a resolution of the Society. The Stewards 
shall be divided into three classes of two each. Each 
class shall serve for three years. 

At each annual election there shall be elected two 
members of said Board for a term of three years, and 
such additional number, if any, as may be necessary 
to fill vacancies. Pending such election the President 
shall have the power to fill vacancies ad interim. 

No member elected to the Board of Stewards shall 
be reeligible until one year after the expiration of the 
term for which he shall have served. : 

SECTION 6. All Committees (special as well as 
standing) whose appointment is not otherwise di- 
rected by the Constitution or By-laws, or a resolution 
of the Society, shall be nominated by the Presiding 
Officer and confirmed by the Society. 


ARTICLE V 
OF THE FUNDS 


SECTION 1. All sums received, which shall in- 
clude donations, bequests, etc. in the form of cash or 
securities, may be invested or reinvested under the 
direction of the Finance Committee and held in a 
Permanent Fund. 

If at any time the income arising from the Per- 
manent Fund, together with the amount received 
from the annual dues, shall be more than the current 
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expenses of the Society, the surplus shall be carried 
to the Permannt Fund. In like manner, if the Stew- 
ards shall at any time receive more money than is 
required for the expenses of the Anniversary or other 
festival, the surplus shall be paid over by the Treas- 
urer to the Permanent Fund. 


ARTICLE VI 
MEETINGS 


SECTION 1. The Society shall hold three Stated 
Meetings in each year, on such days as shall be de- 
termined by the By-laws. 

SECTION 2. Special Meetings may be called as 
provided in Article III, Section 4, of this Constitu- 
tion. At such Special Meetings only such business 
shall be transacted as shall have been specified in the 
notice of the meeting. 

SECTION 3. The Society shall celebrate its anni- 
versary by a dinner, on the sixth day of December in 
each year, unless that day fall on Sunday, in which 
case the anniversary shall be held on the preceding 
or the following day. The Board of Officers may 
provide for the Paas Festival on Easter Monday, and 
other festivities at their discretion. 

SECTION 4. All meetings of the Society shall -be 
held at such hour and place as the President, or per- 
son acting as President for the time being, shall 
appoint. 

SECTION 5. A quorum for the dispatch of busi- 
ness shall consist of such number of members as shal] 
be prescribed by the By-laws. 
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ARTICLE VII 


OF INSIGNIA 


SECTION |. ‘The only recognized insignia of the 
members of the Society shall consist of a badge, pen- 
dant from a ribbon, of the following description: ‘The 
badge shall be 34 inch in length and width, made of 
gold or of silver gilt; the obverse—the Arms upon 
the Seal of the Society, stamped in relief, being in 
substance the Arms of the City of New York; the 
reverse—plain. The ribbon shall be orange, ribbed 
and watered, 136 inches in width and 1 inch in dis- 
played length, suspended from a gold or silver gilt 
bar 4 inch in depth and lx inches in breadth, bear- 
ing the words “St. Nicholas” in block letters in relief. 
A miniature of the insignia may be worn. 


SECTION 2. ‘The insignia shall be worn only on 
the left breast, at meetings and celebrations of the 
Society or by members when acting officially to rep- 
resent the Society; and shall not be worn as an orna- 
ment or article of jewelry. 


SECTION 3. The Treasurer shall procure and 
issue the insignia to members, and shall keep a record 
thereof. No member shall receive more than one 
badge unless to replace one which has been lost or 
destroyed. 


SECTION 4. The insignia to be worn by the Presi- 
dent at celebrations of the Society shall be the badge 
adopted by the Society November 27, 1835, consisting 
of a silver medal bearing the Arms above described, 
suspended from a collar. 
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SECTION 5. The insignia worn by the Stewards 
shall be a badge similar to that of members, but of 
a larger size, pendant from an orange ribbon worn 
close about the neck. 


SECTION 6. ‘The informal Insignia of the Society 
shall be a rosette button, not exceeding half an inch 
in diameter, with center of orange ribbon and the 
rim of indigo blue ribbon; to be worn by members 
at their discretion, but only on the left lapel of the 
coat. 


ARTICLE VIII 


ON THE MODE OF ALTERING THE CONSTITUTION 
OF THE SOCIETY 


SECTION 1. No alteration, repeal or amendment 
of any part of this Constitution shall take place unless 
the proposition for such alteration, repeal or amend- 
ment, shall have been made at a previous Stated 
Meeting; and such proposition shall not take effect 
unless there are present at least forty members, 
three-fourths of whom shall vote in the affirmative, 
and the votes on such question shall be recorded by 
the Secretary, if required by five members present. 


SECTION 2. The By-laws of this Society may be 
altered, repealed or amended, either at a Stated 
Meeting or at a Special Meeting, when called for 
the object of making such alteration, such object be- 
ing expressed in the notice of said Special Meeting. 
The proposition for such alteration, repeal or amend- 
ment, must have been made at a previous meeting. 
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BY-LAWS 


SECTION 1. The Stated Meetings of this Society 
shall be held on the first Thursday in March, May 
and November, in each year, except when any such 
Thursday is a public holiday, in which case the meet- 
ing shall be held on the following Thursday. 

SECTION 2. The Secretary shall give at least two 
days’ notice of the time and place of all meetings, 
whether Special or Stated. 

SECTION 3. Except as otherwise provided in the 
Constitution, at Stated or Special Meetings, the con- 
sent of two-thirds of the members present shall be 
necessary to constitute a vote. 

SECTION 4. Fifteen members shall be necessary 
to constitute a quorum, except in cases where a larger 
number may be required by the Constitution or By- 
laws. 

SECTION 5. At each meeting of the Society, after 
the presiding Officer shall have taken the chair, the 
minutes of the previous meeting shall be read by the 
Secretary and passed upon by the Society; there shall 
be reports of Officers and Committees; a report of 
the election of candidates by the Board of Officers, 
and such other matters as may properly come before 
the meeting. 

SECTION 6. Any member having observations to 
make, or resolutions to propose, shall rise in his place 
and address the chair; the Secretary shall enter any 
such resolutions and any such observations, should 
the chair so order, on the minutes. 
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SECTION 7. ‘The Stewards shall select the place 
of meeting for, and provide the Anniversary Dinner, 
and shall stipulate the price and issue reservations 
therefor, as well as make all arrangements for the 
Paas Festival, the Stated Meetings and other meetings 
or celebrations. 


SECTION 8. No topic connected with politics 
shall be discussed at the meetings of this Society.
